W. W. Phillips, delegate to the Demo- 


cratic national convention from this dis- 
trict, returned from his trip to Chicago 
yesterday morning, looking as bright as 
a newly coined eagle and full of interest- 
ing reminiscences. 


"We had an elegant time." said Mr. 


Phillips to a llui-uuLicAN reporter, "in 
spite of the constant rain and the com- 
mercial spirit of Chicagoans, who tried 
to make as much money out of the occa- 
sion as possible. All who wore badges 
were considered fair prey and were vic- 
timized in every conceivable manner. 


"I was fortunate in that I secured a 


room through our correspondent havJujr 
to pay only $4 a day; most of the others 
had to pay $0 and $7 a day for a room 
alone. The New Yorkers were particu- 
larly angry on account of this imposition 
and were loud in their complaints. The 
World's Fair commission has taken 
tbo matter up, with a view to prevent 
the same state of affaire during the ex- 
position. 


"The Wigwam, whero wo met, had 


miserable recommendations, the 
roof 


leaking like a sieve, when it rained. 
The city also showed its inability to en- 
tertain properly a very large number of 
visitors. To illustrate the enterprise of 
tbe Chicagoans, tako tho matter of 
tickets of admission to the convention, 


delegate was allowed five; the 


rest, eoroe eighteen or nineteen thou- 
sand, were sold, some of them as high as 
$20 each. 


"Of course, tlie California delegation 


was solid for Cleveland; there was no 
opportunity for that portion ot the dele- 
gation that favored Hill to do anything 
for him. Cleveland being nominated on 
the first ballot, there was no chance (or 
combinations or anything of that kind. 


Mr. Phillips epoke with considerable 


amusement of 
the trouble John P. 


Irish gave a IOTT uioiubere of tlio Cali- 
fornia delation. Irish addressed the 
crowd at vaiibuH stations nnd Deemed to 
the doliigatofi n-fi-rred to, to lie making 
himself entirely too conspicuous. 'Chair- 
man Butler, to appease the joalous ones, 
appointed three speakers, who were to 
address tho people who might come to 
greet tho delegation at the various sta- 
tions. Iri&h, of courae, was ignored. At 
Cheyenne, for instance, Phillips, White 
ind Pntton spoke. At auotbur station 
;broe others would speak to tho crowd, 
and so on.

BADGER'S BILL MUST BE PAID 


Judee M. K. Harris Decides Super- 


visors Have a Right to 


Employ Assistants. 


Judge Harris yesterday banded down 


the following decision m the case of Vf. 
8. Badger against T. I'- Nelson, on the 
right of the couuty officials to emplof as- 
sistants to enable the work of their re- 
spective offices to bo properly done : 


Under the recent decision ol the su- 


preme court, in Dougherty vs. Austin, 
it was determined that a couuty could 
not lawfully pay the deputies of certain 
county officers. 


This decision applied to the county 


clerk of Fresno county, whereupon the 
board of BUperrlsors, in order that tho 
courts might not^fae closed, and that tho 
business of the county in this department 
which covers a large field, might not bo 
stopped, employed the plaintiff to do 
certain clerical work in said office. 


For said services the bill was allowed 


by the supervisors, a warrant therefor 
drawn by the auditor and presented to 
tUe county treasurer, defendant herein, 
which warrant eatd defendant refused to 
pay. 


Though I have had but a few days in 


which to consider the matter, I am con- 
fident that the supervieore, under their 
general powers as guardians and trus- 
tees of tlie property, interests and busi- 
ness of the couuty, had authority to em- 
ploy tho plaintiff, and if his services 
were necessary to a proper administra- 
tion of the public business, it waa their 
bounden duty to secure his services, and 
to adopt nil the proper and adequate 
measures to conserve the publiu in- 
terests. 


The same question wag BO decided by 


the superior court in San Dieno county, 
the i three jmlyes ei'tmj; in bane, tlio du- 
:ision buing unanimous. 
And, while 


,heir decision may not bo authority for 
any other superior court, yot their ac- 
tion ia very persuasive to tho mind o! 
ibis court. 


The supremo court in Dougherty VH. 


.Austin 
p trough' intimated that they 


were BO minded them pel vee, as witness 
the following passage which I take from 
tho opinion in that caeo: 


"As already stated the constitution of 


ihis state hns made it tho imperative 
ditty (J tho lugieliituro to Jix the salaries 
of tho county clllcem in proportion to 
their duties, whether, if that body 
Bhouid wholly fail to discharge their ob- 
ipntion in respect lo any county, the 
uoard of supervisors of sunh county 
would, by virtue of its general authority 
n relation to the ^overimiout of such 
county, have power to provide for the 
payment of its oflicere, is a question not 
nvolveil in this case, and upon which 
we express no opinion."
